Chicago, June-28.—Government 


plans for food control, according 
to a statement given out today by 
President Griffin of the board of 
trade, Include absolute control of 
the wheat trade In all of Its com- 
mercial aspects. There can be no 
speculation In it. Buying and sell- 
ing of other grains, for present 
and future deliveries, will be un- 
restricted. 


The millers, likewise, will come 


under the control of the food ad- 
ministration, and their wheat pur- 
chased and fiour'distributed under 
the same control, said Mr. Griffin. 


The announcement brought the 


wheat market here almost to a 
ctandstill. 


NO WORD RECEIVED.

"We have no official information 
as yet relative to government con- 
trol of flour distribution and the 
purchase of wheat,!' said the offi- 
cer of a milling company here to- 
day.
